LATE TELEGRAMS. 


Tho West Indian Horrors. 


London, Sept. 9.—The Rabica River, in 
St. Vincont, is still astroam of fire, a quarter 
of a mile wide, throwing up columns of 
steam, mud, and pebbles, The land has 
spread furthar seaward, La Soufricre ap- 
pears considerably lower, a side of tho sum- 
mit evidently having been blown off, Now 
ridges and valleys have appeared, 

Tt is believed that no fatalities occurred 
in the recent eruption, 

Caleutta, September 12.—Tho London 
correspondent of ‘the Englishman, tele- 
graphing on the 10th instant, states that 
the Admiral commanding’ the French 
Squadron in the West Indies reports thu: 
the Tsland of Bermeja, in the southern 
portion of the Gulf of Mexico, has sudden. 
ly disappeared as the result of volcanic 
action,
